It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  that  good  would 
arise  from  having  a  tabular  view,  attached  to  the  An¬ 
nual  Report  of  the  Domestic  Depirtinent,  not  only  of 
the  contributions  of  the  several  dioceses  to  the  funds 
of  the  society,  but  also  of  the  several  parishes  in  each 
diocese,  as  far  as  can  he  ascertained;  avoiding  the 
mention  of  individuals  by  name  when  donations  are 
received  from  private  sources,  by  classing  all  such  re¬ 
ceipts  from  any  particular  diocese  under  the  head  of 
individual  donations,  or  some  equivalent  designation. 

Your  committee  are  further  of  opinion,  that,  while 
there  is  much  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  extraordi¬ 
nary  state  of  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  country  will 
materially  affect  the  contributions,  to  benevolent  ope¬ 
rations,  of  those  who  give  rather  out  of  abundance 
than  of  love  and  zeal  for  God,  there  is  no  good  reason 
for  any  abridgment  of  the  plans  of  the  Society  in  this 
Department,  or  for  any  fear,  if  proper  measures  be 
used,  that  they  will  not  be  .sustained.  The  present 
affliction  is  the  chastening  of  the  Lord.  Its  object  is 
not  to  reduce,  but  to  quicken  the  energies  of  his  peo¬ 
ple  in  all  gixid  works.  It  calls  for  retrenchment  in 
worldly  indulgences  and  extravagances,  that  they  may 
have  the  more  to  give  to  him  that  needelh.  Its  lan¬ 
guage  is  that  of  reproof,  that  men,  called  Christians, 
have  so  much  sought  their  own,  instead  of  the  things 
which  arc  Jesus  Christ’s ;  and  it  calls  them,  if  they 
would  have  all  things  that  are  good  for  them  in  this 
life  added  to  them,  to  “  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God 
and  his  righteousness.”  Your  committee  rely  upon 
Christian  people  to  take  this  view  of  this  chastisement, 
and  upon  our  ministers  to  teach  it ;  and  they  earnestly 
hope,  and  confidently  trust  in  God,  that  the  means  of 
the  Society  for  tlie  prosecution  of  its  noble  work,  dur¬ 
ing  the  ensuing  year,  instead  of  being  diminished, 
will  be  increased,  by  the  good  hand  of  the  Lord  upon 
us. 

Your  committee  further  recommend,  that  while  it  is 
of  great  benefit  that  the  General  Agent  should,  as 
much  as  possible,  consistently  with  his  other  duties, 
visit  the  diocese  and  parishes,  and  bring  all  this  cause 
and  its  necessities  seasonably  to  the  remembrance  of 
the  people,  it  should  be  constantly  inculcated  upon  the 
clergy  and  the  parishes  that  the  dependence  of  the 
Society  for  the  supply  of  pecuniary  means  cannot  be 
placed  upon  such  measures;  tliey  are  necessarily  loo 
seldom  and  partial.  The  only  dependence,  under  God, 
is  upon  the  faithful,  persevering  efforts  of  all  and  every 
of  the  clergy,  by  line  upon  line,  to  instruct  their  peo¬ 
ple  in  their  duty  as  members  of  Christ’s  Church,  and 
as  bound  to  have  in  con.«tant  exercise  “  the  word  that 
was  in  Christ  Jesus.”  The  steady  principle  of  living 
unto  Christ,  and  of  consecrating  all  we  have  to  his 
service,  and  of  giving  as  we  are  enabled  to  fnrther  his 
Gospel,  and  of  counting  it  a  precious  privilege  to  be 
workers  together  with  God  in  the  salvation  of  a 
lost  world  ;  this,  earnestly  preached  and  taught  in  all 
our  parishe.-’,  would,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  create 
a  source  of  wealth  for  our  Society  lo  work,  more  pre¬ 
cious  than  rubies.  In  connexion  with  this,  and  as 
eminently  important  to  its  end,  your  committee  would 
express  the  opinion  that  the  monthly  parochial  meet¬ 
ing,  at  which  the  pastor  specially  calls  his  people  to 
prayer  for  the  propagation  of  the  Go3j>el,  afTectionate- 
ly  instructs  them  in  all  that  pertains  to  Christian  duty 
and  virtue  as  connected  with  the  Missionary  cause, 
and  keeps  their  minds  informed  aa  to  the  state  of  the 
work  at  home  and  abroad,  what  is  needed,  what  is  do-  i 
ing,  &.C.,  is  of  great  consequence  to  a  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety — of  great  influence  in  the  promotion  of  genuine 
and  active  piety,  and  ought  to  be  promoted  in  the 
church  by  all  appropriate  means.

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Board  fully  approve  the  do¬ 
ings  of  their  Foreign  Committee,  as  detailed  in  their 
Second  Annual  Report,  and  recommend  said  Com¬ 
mittee  to  continue  and  extend  its  operations  during  the 
coming  year,  as  God,  in  his  providence,  shall  open  the 
way  and  give  them  ability;  and  while  the  Board  de¬ 
sire  to  realize,  that  as  a  Church,  we  have  but  just  en¬ 
tered  upon  the  discharge  of  our  duty  in  the  great  work 
of  evangelizing  the  world,  they  would  earnestly  re¬ 
commend  this  Department  of  their  operations  to  the 
continued  patronage,  liberality,  and  prayers  of  the 
members  of  our  commuaioo- 


tlie  hearts  of  all  the  members  of  our  communion. 
Without  further  preface,  the  committee  will  now  re¬ 
spectfully  lay  before  the  Board  a  statement  of  their 
acts  and  proceedings  the  past  year,  their  present  situ¬ 
ation,  and  their  future  prospects. 

The  subject  which  naturally  .laims  their  first  atten¬ 
tion  in  reporting  to  this  Board  is 

FUNDS. 

The  Bishop  of  New  York  had  the  pleasure  of  ap¬ 
prizing  the  Board  informally,  at  its  last  meeting,  that 
a  gentleman  had  communicated  to  him,  under  the 
pledge  that  his  name  should  not  be  made  public,  the 
intention  of  contributing  the  sum  often  thousand  dol- 
lar»  to  iLe  AjoJo  nf  tLla  Tho  Cpmrnitlee 

have  now  the  satisfaction  of  informing  the  Boaru  tnai 
soon  after  their  adjournment,  this  generous  individual 
conveved  to  their  treasurer  securities  for  the  above 
named  sum,  bearing  an  interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  an¬ 
num. 

Since  their  last  report  the  committee  have,  exclu¬ 
sive  of  the  above  mentioned  donations,  received  from 
the  different  states  and  territories  the  sum  of  $*21,503 
62,  as  follows: — viz.

South  Carolina. — The  anniversary  meeting,  on  the 
2d  May,  was  held  at  Coluiiibiu,  after  divine  service, 
and  a  sermon,  on  missions,  by  the  Rev.  Rector  r  f  Prince 
Georoe’s,  the  annual  report  was  read,  and  the  officers 
elected.  It  was  proposed,  but  not  carried,  to  change 
the  time  of  llie  annual  meeting  to  the  festival  of  the 
Epiphany  (which  was  the  original  anniversary  day,) 
inasmuch  as  the  meeting  on  the  day  before  the  annual 
convention  was  not  attended  by  the  country  members 
in  general,  as  was  hoped  would  have  been  the  case 
when  the  alteration  was  made.  'I’he  Board  of  'Frus- 
tces  had  no  meeting,  for  want  of  a  quorum. — lb. 

Diocesan  Convention  of  South  Carolina. — It  was 
opened  at  Columbia,  on  the  3d.  May.  Diviiu'  service 
was  held  ;  a  sermon  preached  \)y  the  Rev.  Rector  of 
Grace  Church,  Camden;  and  the  holy  communion  ad¬ 
ministered.  'Fhere  were  present,  the  Bishop,  nine¬ 
teen  clergymen,  and  seven  laymen,  (the  laity  not  find¬ 
ing  it  corn eiiient  to  attend  at  Ihis  place.)  'Fhe  Rev. 
Mr.  Vauglm,  the  secretary  and  general  agent  of  the 
committee  for  foreign  mi.ssions,  was  invited  lo  attend 
the  sitlings  of  the  Convention.  A  restdution,  recom¬ 
mending  that  the  expenses  of  the  clergy  who  attended 
the  Convention,  should  be  defrayed  by  their  respec¬ 
tive  parishes,  was  laid  on  the  table,  in  consequence  of 
there  being  so  few  of  the  lay  representatives  present, 
as  were  also  resolutions  respecting  the  religious  in¬ 
struction  ot  people  of  color.  Resolutions  on  ihe  sub¬ 
ject  ot  an  Episcopal  school  were  also  postponed.  A 
report  and  resolutions  respecting  the  'Fhcological 
Seminary  were  adopted.  Sermons  were  preached  by 
the  Rev.  41r.  Vaugliii  on  the  “  hi>pe  of  missions,”  and 
by  others,  on  deci.-ion  in  religion;  on  the  peculiar 
character  of  ('hristian  teaching;  and  on  the  excellent 
adaptation  of  the  discipline,  mode  of  instruction  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  to  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  a  mission  to  the  people  of  color. — Ib.

nation  in  St.  Paul’s  church,  Norfolk,  when  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Atkinson,  minister  of  the  parish,  and  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Smith,  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  were  admitted  to 
priests’  orders.  Evening  prayers  were  read  by  ihe 
Rev.  Mark  L.  Clievers,  of  Old  Point  Comfort,  and  the 
sermon  was  preached  by  tlie  Rev.  John  11.  Wingfield, 
of  Portsmouth. 

On  Sunday  morning,  June  11,  the  bishop  confirmed 
22  persons  in  Christ  Church,  Norlolk,  and  in  the  af¬ 
ternoon,  3  persons  in  'I’rinity  Cliurch,  Portsmouth. 
The  bishop  returned  to  this  city  in  good  health,  and 
leaves  to-day  for  Fluvanna. 

Bishop  Meade  is  stili  prosecuting  his  tour  through 
some  of  the  middle  countiesof  Virginia.  On  Wednes¬ 
day,  the  31st  of  May,  he  preaclied  at  the  Old  South 
Church,  Hanover,  to  a  very  respectable  congregation. 
This  church  has  recently  been  r«*paired  and  much  im¬ 
proved  in  appearance  and  comfort,  at  an  expense  often 
or  eleven  hundred  dollars.  On  Friday  he  preached  at 
Spottsylvania  C.  H.  On  Saturday  he  con^ecraled  a 
new  church  called  St.  John’s,  in  Spottsylvania,  where 
a  large  concourse  of  people  attended.  On  Sunday  he 
preached  again  at  the  same  place  to  an  overflowing  as¬ 
sembly,  before  whom  he  administered  the  rite  of  con¬ 
firmation  to  twenty  persons.  On  'Fuesday  he  preached 
at  St.  Margaret’s,  in  Caroline  county,  and  confirmed 
four  persons.  These  two  last  places  are  under  the 
care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ward  whose  labors  are  blest  in 
an  encouraging  degree.  Several  of  the  neighboring 
clergy  attended  and  preached  each  day,  after  an  inter- 
mission  of  a  short  lime. — Southern  Churchman.
